FLOOD IN ARIZONA 


Partof Mining Town ofClifton isSwept 


Away, Many Lives Lost and 


Property Destroyed 


OF TRACK ARE WASHED AWAY 


Denver, Col., Dec. 5.—A special to 


the News 
from 
Phoenix, 
Arizona, 


says: 


Private railroad dispatches received 


here say that sixty lives were lost at 
Clifton yesterday in the great flood 
that swept through the camp destroy- 
ing many business buildings, wreck- 
ing the smelting plant of the Arizona 
Copper company and tearing out miles 
of track of the Arizona and Mexico 
railroad. Clifton, which has about 3,- 
500 people, lies in a narrow valley 
near the eastern line of Arizona. The 
less prosperous of the inhabitants live 
in Chase Creek canon, a peculiarly 
dangerous situation in times of high 
n-ater. 
Two years ago twelve lives 


were lost, in the canon and immense 
damage was done by the rise of the 
San Francisco river. 


BUT MEAGER DETAILS AT HAND. 


Tuscon, Ariz., Dec .—The flood yes- 


terday in the region of Clifton was 
one of the worst in the history of east- 
em Arizona. A large number of per- 
sons are reported drowned but on ac- 
count of the destruction of telegraph 
and telephone wires no accurate esti- 
mate of loss of life can be given. The 
property damage Is very large. The 
Gila river bridge went out, cutting off 
all communication with the 
Clifton 


section by that route. All wires are 
down on the main lines, with the ex- 
ception of one by way of Lordsburg, 
which is working intermittently. Ow- 
ing to the isolated section in which the 
floods occurred the work of securing 
exact details of the disaster is diffi- 
cult. 


OLD FEUD AND FLOCK OF TURKEYS 


Man in Jail Without Bond for Killing a Seventy-Five 


Year-Old Veteranof Civil War. 


Salem, Ind., Dec. 5.—An old feud 


and a flock of stray turkeys have re- 
sulted in John Montgomery, thirty- 
seven years old, being held without 
bail on the charge of killing Marcus 
Criswell, aged seventy-five, a veteran 
of the clvH war. 


The two men lived about ten miles 


south ot Salem, in houses separated 
only by a public highway. 
A feud, 


which had existed for years, broke out 
afresh Thanksgiving. day_wJiejua-B,u.nt 
befof turkeys belonging to CrlBwell 
Strayed to Montgomery's farm. 


Montgomery took his gun, he says, 


with the intention 
of 
shooting the 


birds, but changed his mind and went 


to Crlswell's home 
to remonstrate. 


Criswell. It is alleged, menaced Mont- 
gomery, and the latter In self protec- 
tion struck the old man over the head 
with tbe barrel of his gun. rendering 
him unconscious. 
Criswell remained 


in a comatose condition until yester- 
day, when he died. Montgomery wns 
arrested and arraigned before Justice 
Berkey on Thanksgiving day, charged 
with assault and battery with intent 
to kill and was placed under a bond

Young, was the first witness of the 
day. 


Was Hired for Picket Duty. 


Scbultz declared that he was form- 


erly a member of the Truck Drivers' 
union and said that he was hired by 
Shea during the strike to act as a 
picket. His work, he said, was done 
In the vicinity of the store of.Mont- 
gomery, Ward & Co. 


"I was-, hired by Shea," the witness 


declared, "by the request of Timothy 
Finn, a saloonkeeper." 


"The same Finn who is now on trial 


here?" asked Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Miller. 


"Yes," said Schultz. 


' The witness declared 
that he re- 


ceived instructions- from 
Finn 
and 


that Finn told him not to allow any 
wagons to deliver goods to Montgom- 
ery, Ward & Co. He said that he was 
told by Finn to "get busy." He said 
that he stopped about ten wagons one 
day.

Killed by Jew, 


St. Petersburg. Dec. 5.—Police In- 


spector Sheremetieff, who, after the 
anti-Jewish outbreak at Bialystok in 
June last, for which he was said to be 
responsible, was transferred 
to 
St. 


Petersburg, was short and 
mortally 


wounded by a workman this morning 
near the Fontalnka canal. The assail 
ant then shot and killed himself. 


While the inspector was passing a 


house which was under suspicion that 
terrorists were being housed there, a 
man hurrying from the entrance fired 
point blank at him with a revolver. 
Though wounded in the head Sherem- 
etieff drew his revolver and joined in 
the pursuit of the terrorist, who fired 
again, fatally wounding Sheremetieff. 
The house was surrounded and the as 
sailant of the inspector, seeing captare 
was inevitable, committed 
suicide. 


The assassin has been identified as a 
Jew belonging to Bialystok.

With the atmospheric con 
ditions prevailing today, however, this 
was found Impossible after an attempt 
had been made to do so. 


Repairs were- Impossible while the 


current was on the wires, for a serious 
accident would in all probability have 
followed any effort in this direction. 


The only alternatives was to cut the 


current from all the street railway 
wires in the city until the repairs 
were completed, and this wns done 
All the cars were at a standstill fron 
7 o'clock until nearly 8.

marked to a gathering.crowd that they 
would find the result of her work up- 
stairs in th.e doctor's office, and she 
then surrendered herself to the sher- 
iff. 
Although admitting the shooting, 


she has not let her line of defense be- 
' come public. 


A few days before the shooting Mrs. 


Birdsong attempted suicide. 
At her 


preliminary hearing her mother-in-law 
testified that the prisoner hod exper- 
ienced extreme mental agitation over 
rumors concerning her character. 


The prominence of both families in 


the case and Intense feeling in Monti- 
cello caused a change of venue to be 
granted. Mrs. Birdsong is about 22

Jury at Herkimer Finds 


Him Guilty of Murder 


in First Degree. 


Hcrkimor, N. Y., Dee. n.—Chester E. 


Gillette, who has been on trial for the 
murder 
of 
his 
sweetheart. 
Grace 


Brown, was found guilty of murder in 
tho first, degree, the jury returtiing a 
verdict at ]» o'clock last night. The 
cn.se went to the jury at 5:50 last eve- 
ning. 


Sentence will be pronounced Thurs- 


day morning, to which the court ad- 
journed after the Jury had reported. 
Former Senator Mills, Gillette's coun- 
sel, announced that when court recon- 
vened Thursday morning he 
would, 


move to have the verdict set aside. 


The jurors, who had deliberated for 


five house, sent, word at 11 o'clock 
that ;t verdict had been reached. A 
moment later they filed into the court- 
room, and at 11:15 o'clock an officer 
who had been sent for Gillette re- 
turned with the prisoner. 


Prisoner Pale But Unmoved. 


Pale and a trifle nervous, Gillette 


faced the jury, and 
when 
Marshal 


Hatch, the foreman, declared that a 
verdict of guilty In the first degree 
htad been found, the prisoner gave no 
sign of emotion. 


A few moments 
later, when hia 


counsel had announced his purpose ot 
making a formal motion that the ver- 
dict be set aside, and tho judge was 
dismissing tho purors, Gillette bent 
over a nearby table, and, picking up a 
pencil, wrote something upon a sheet 
of paper. 
He then folded the paper 


carefully and placed it. in his pocket. 
Immediately afterward ho was taken 
from tho court-room to his cell In the 
jail. 


It. was learned that tho jury .had 


some difficulty In reaching au agree- 
ment, and six ballots' were taken be- 
fore the twelve men agreed. 
Up to 


that time the Judy had stood eleven 
for conviction and one for acquittal. 


Gillette today received a telegram 


from his mother. Mrs. F. S. Gillette, 
of Denver, Col. The mother urged her 
son to havo courage nnd trust In God, 
adding that she hail wlrod to his at- 
torneys to appeM the case. She prom- 
ised that she nnd his father would ba 
HI Chester's side when his next trial 
tool; plnoo.

But He Laps Into Barbarism. 


To trade a man for a roll of blank- 


ets Is a rather unusual proceeding, 
and the trade In which he figured as 
the man is a 
never-to-be-forgotten 


event in the life of William Jarman, 
who is 86 years old and once was the 
"King Dodo" of the Pudget sound InA 
dians. That was fifty years ago and 
"Blanket Bill," as he is called to this 
day, expects to reach the century 
mark in years. 


"Blanket Bill" was a man o' wars- 


man on board a British frigate that 
sailed into Pudget sound water a 
great many years ago. With a party 
of other sailors ho came ashore to, 
trade with the Indians. The party be- 
came separated and witti a yell the 
fire-eating aborigines set upon the 
main body of the British tars. All 
reached the boat hut Jarman, who 
was captured and taken to the interior 
by the Indians. He fully expected to 
be scalped while the fagots burned 
about him. but he made friends with 
the chief and soon 
found 
himself 


elevated to a high position among the 
tribes. Before him everyone bowed. 


After several 
years 
Hudson bay 


traders heard that a white man was 
held in captivity among the. Indians 
and, bartering witii the red men, se- 
cured the British snllor upon the pay- 
ment of a roll of blankets. 


But Jarman 
wont back to live 


among the Indians. 
Ho married .a 


squaw, or probably <i good mnny more 
than on«, for he says he would take 


his spouse back and trade her for an- 
other whenever he got tired of the 
same one. "Blanket Bill" attributes 
his long life to a plunge in the sea 
every mornins and the avoidance of 
spirits of all kinds. A pipe is his only 
dissipation. 
And he 
walks 
eleven 


miles into Bellingham, state of Wash- 
ington, every little while just for ex- 
ercise. 


FAITHFUL UNTO DEATH. 


I^ou Lien Ming was a student in

"Kill him! kill him!" shrieked the 


mob.

street." So they led him forth to the 
street which had just received its new 
and horrible name, and as he walked 
he still testified to his faith, and en- 
treated them to listen to tho voice of 
the true God.

tleships caused the officers of the war 
department to cast about for a wire- 
less outBt -which should be at once 


: compact and portable and which coulu 


be installed in the field in the shortest 
possible time. Experiments conducted 


: by the signal sen-Ice within the past 
j ttw months have resulted in the con- 
I stnictlon by the government of a num- 


ber of outfits of that kind and they 
are now being distributed among the 
Various commands. 


The high cost of wireless material 


abroad led the government to make 
He own appliances at an immense sav- 
ing, but it is stated that they embody 
the principles and elements 
of 
the 


latest improvements of apparatus of 
thU character. 
Although it is felt 


that these ontflts ultimately will be 
vastly improved upon, they are already 
capable of doing the 
moat 
efficient 


•work. They are so constructed that 
tney can easily be transported on the 
backs of three horses or mules and 
may be set up In twenty minutes. They 
can transmit 
messages 
about 100 


miles and a valuable feature of them 
is that they will not interfere with 
each other in their operation. The 
coast artillery stations are fitted up 
with the same outfits from which com- 
munication may be had with ships at 
sea and transmitted to the field ar- 
tillery. When the army of occupation 
went to Cuba it took along a couple 
of wireless outfits and reports have 
reached the department that 
their

That country lies on the east- 
ern border of Slam, on the great pen- 
insula south of Chlnn.

under tho "protection" of France since 
1SS4. 
Prior to that period It had been 


an Independent country for four cen- 
turies. Enrllcr It was a dependency 
of China, and was governed by It for 
tho long period of sixteen centuries, 
but In 1128 Annam threw off the Chi- 
nese yoke, and after a fierce struggle 
won its Independence. 
In 18C7 the 


French began to move In those re- 
gions, antl obtained a footing In the 
extreme south of tho peninsula, which 
they named French 
Cochin Chinn. 


Seven years later, they gained large 
powers In Tonquin, and an attempt to 
possess the country Involved Franco 
in a costly war. Finally It was ceded 
to France, and thus the French posses- 
sions at the north of the peninsula and 
on the south were separated by the 
kingdom of Annam, which she was 
eager to seize. The area of the coun- 
try Is about 50,000 square miles and 
tho population 6,000,000. 


Some years ago. Thanh-Thai, 
the 


king of Annnm, became mentally un- 
balanced. Me developed a homicidal 
mania, accompanied by a savage de- 
light In torture. 
The French repre- 


sentative at his court became alarmed 
as he saw one nnd another of tho 
king's officers and a number of his 
wives brutally put. to death. 
He ap- 


pealed to his government to Interfere, 


and a French force was sent to Hue 
the capital, which- put the king unde 
restraint. 
About three months ngo, 


the king was again seized by his mal- 
ady, which 
gradually transformed 


him into a ferocious monster. 
Not 


content, with killing his ministers and 
wives, he hungered for spectacles ot 
Inhuman 
suffering. 
The 
most bar- 


barous tortures and mutilations wero 
devised, tho king sitting ns at a the- 
ater watching tho gradual torturing of 
human beings to death, and gloating 
over their excruciating pain. 
Finally 


he craved the delights of cannibalism. 
One of his wives was killed and cook- 
ed and served at a grand 
fenst, at 


which the whole court assembled, and 
ever}' officer was compelled to partake 
of the horrible viand under pain of 
death. 
This was the climax of his 


mcnla. The French sent a force to 
seize htm, and he has 
been 
pro- 


nounced Insane by French physicians 
and placed under permanent restraint. 
The country is now to bo governed un- 
der French direction. The atrocities 
show how near akin to the beast man 
IB, and how quickly he sinks to their 
level when the God-given faculty of 
reason is withdrawn.

Investigation 
yesterday afternoon by Deputy Cor- 
oner E. M. Van Buskirk into the ef- 
fects of Mr. Beham disclosed little 
that could shed any light on the fam- 
ily or past history of the unfortunate 
man. Naturalization papers issued at 
Muncie, October G, 1900, showed him 
to be fifty-six years old and that he 
came to this country from Kildare,

A Catholic prayer book and sev- 
eral pictures of himself and probably 
relatives were also among his personal 
effects. As he had not identified him- 
self with any of the churches, his re- 
ligious inclinations were a matter of
